MYL'RS* CONGRESS TIMETABLE 


The end ' of an. average session of the 


United' States Congress finds the member; 
working like so many dilatory 'students 
around final examination time.- They do a 
lot of cramming to cover work that shoulc 
have beon clone months before. And while 
they may get finished, their efforts at bes 


, are often ill-considered. 


For example, the last-minute haste of the 


' 80th Congress may have helped to defeat th 
'Republicans in this month's elections. In vot 
ing an llth-hour appropriation for the Com 
modity Credit Corporation, the G.O.P.'-con 
trolled Congress failed to vote the C.C.C 
funds 
for 
additional storage for 
farm 


products. 


The farmers meanwhile had harvested 


bumper crops of grain. But this surplus har-. 
vest had to be store in government-approved 
space in order to make it eligible for support 
prices. Congress didn't supply the space. 
The farmers stood EO lose money, and the 
Democrats capitalized on this fact. That 
may be the big reason why the G.O.P.' lost 
that "safe" rural vote in Ohio, Illinois and 
Iowa. 
Without those states'. 61 electoral 


votes Mr. Truman would not have.had the 
required number to give him an undisputed 
victory. 


Senator Francis J. Myers of Pennsylvania, 


being a Democrat, probably is happy about 
the above incident. But he also knows that 
the embarrassing results of hasty- legisla- 
tion can work both ways. Ancl he realizes 
that haste can be bad for. the whole country. 
So,'in the interest of safety and'efficiency, 


• he has proposed a mild remedy. 


He would put major legislation on a' time- 


table- basis. The majority leaders of both 
" houses, the committee chairmen and rank- 


ing minority members of committees would 
meet early in each session and schedule legis- 
lation. This schedule would be-reviewed each 
30 clays and, if necessary, revised. There 
would be "goal'.' dates for committee hear-. 
ings, for full consideration of bills and for 
a vote on them. 


The Myers proposal would include all ap- 


propriation bills as well as other legislation. 
And it would strive to eliminate the evil of 
attaching irrelevant legislative riders to ap- 
propriations in the final rush. 


Since, Ideally, this plan would bring about 


some much-needed reforms, we should like 
to feel more encouraged about it than we" do.. 
But it will have to buck the opposition of 
tradition., indifference and reluctance which- 
has kept the recent congressional reorganiza- 
tion from working as-well as it might and 
should. 
, *• 


In addition, there are practical difficulties, 


as Mr. Myers is aware. Unforeseen and 
urgent bills, investigation and presidential 
appointments could throw the timetable off 
schedule. And it is not likely that the Myers 
plan would move the Senate to surrender1 its 
cherished right to filibuster. 


Still, the idea might work some improve- 


ment. The legislative schedule, if adopted, 
should receive wide publicity. It could then 
become part of the Congress' record, and 
contribute a clearer history of various pieces 
of legislation. With the plan working even 
moderately well, the public would have a 
bettor idea of which members of. Congress 
were dragging their feet, and why.

WHYf PROTEINS ABE MOST VALUABLE, 
Thu discovery of vitamins and their uses <is o'ne 


of the most important findings in nutrition in re-.

much protein food—meat, eggs,- lish—nutrition ex- 
perts now state man's chief or most valuable food- 
stuff is protein food. In "Rocky,Mountain Medical' 
Journal," Dr. Gladys Kinsman points out that pro- 
teins are'.tmique among the three classes of food-., 
stuffs because they alone contain the mostimport-, 
ant raw materials, .the amino acids out of which- 
the complex tissues of the body-are instructed. 


Since only protein can furnish ammo .acids for, 


the building of body tissues, it is obvious that the 
protein requirement is greatest when new tissues or 
secretions -are being formed—that .is, duriiig "the: 
growth of'children1 and teen-agers and-also during, 
pregnancy • and while mothers are'nursing.. 


Once men-and women attain -full, growth and. 


maturity, they do not need*s much protein as when, 
they were growing; they need just enough-to re- 
BJace the parts of the body..used or worn out by the 
day's work. Of course, if "heavy, physical work, is 
done or hard exercise.taken, bo|th of which cause 
wearing out of body tissues, more protein is re- 
quired than when only light work 'is done. In in- 
fancy and childhood, the greatest growth period, 
the protein needs are much higher in proportion- to 
body weight.". •

while starches—potatoes, bread, sugar— are consid- 
ered the "energy" foods, when' protein is used to 
supply, energy, it gives about the»same number of

- The thought, then, is that protein foods are. the 
"building blocks" of the body,.maintaining its struc- 
ture and secretions (juices). As proteins can repair 
worn (issues, supplying new tissue as required, and- 
also can supply energy if needed, eating vegetables' 
and fats to supply energy leaves more money to buy 
proteins to maintain body structure.
